Non-citizens Must 
Complete “Alien 
Address Report“ 

Federal Law requires all non- 
citizens in the United States on 
January 1st of each year to com¬ 
plete Form 1-53 “Alien Address 
Report.” 

All non-citizens admitted for 
permanent residence regardless of 
age or period of residence, in¬ 
cluding all non-immigrants in the 
United States for limited periods, 
such as students, visitox-s, ex¬ 
change personnel, etc., must com¬ 
ply with this statutory require¬ 
ment. 

Diplomats, members of certain 
international oi-ganizations, such 
as the United Nations, and per¬ 
sons admitted temporarilly as 
agricultural laborers who have 
not abandoned their status, are 
exempted. 

Form 1-53 “Alien Address Re¬ 
port” ' will be available at all 
United States Post Offices and 
Immigration and Naturalization 
Service Offices during business 
hours between January 2 to Jan¬ 
uary 29, 19G5.

WHAT’S IN A NAME? 


Local Trophy Winner 
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ShaKcspeare Called Play 
‘Twelfth Night,’ But He Chose 
Different Subject 

“After dinner to the Duke’s 
House, and there saw “Twelfth 
Night” acted well, though it be. 
but a silly play and not related 
at all to the name.” 

So wrote the English diarist, 
Samuel Pepys, in recording the 
events of January 6, 1663. 

Later critic? have taken a move 
enthusiastic view of William 
Shakes pear’s “Twelfth Night” 
than did Mr. Pepys, but they have 
to agree that the comic gambol 
bears no relationship to its title. 
Apparently, the xjlay was so nam¬ 
ed because it had been written to 
be oerformed on Twelfth Night. 

Had Shakespeare chosen to do 
it. he had ample materials at 
hand to create a play that was 
really about “Twelfth Night.” 

Epiphany, the Twelfth Night of 
Christmas, traditionally the night 
when the Magi brought gifts tc 
the Christ Child was a most im¬ 
portant festival in Shakespeare’s 
time, and many customs surround¬ 
ed it. 

Characters ready for Shake¬ 
speare’s pen were such traditional 
folk as “Patrick O’Tater,” “Lady 
Bluestocking,” “Captain Blunder¬ 
buss,” and others. At Twelfth 
Night frolics, the young people, 
especially, dressed themselves in 
costumes to suggest these charac¬ 
ters. 

Shakespeare, however, prefer¬ 
red to write of Sir Toby Belch, 
Malvolio, Olivia and others, and 
critics can only speculate upon 
what might have been if he had 
taken “Twelfth Night” for his 
theme as well as his title. 


Why a Tree? 

Why a tree at Christmas £ One 
early legend says that all the 
trees burst into bloom on the 
night Christ was born. 

Folk tales of ancient times tell 
of a huge tree in a forest, lighted 
with many candles, some of which 
were straight and some bent. At 
the top was an Infant with a halo. 

The tree was meant to repre¬ 
sent humanity, the candles, people 
good and bad; and the Infant, the 
Baby Jesus. 


Another explanation links to¬ 
day’s Christmas tree to ancient 
feasts of the winter equinox, when 
trees were adorned with trinkets. 

St. Boniface, an English mis¬ 
sionary to Germany, is said to 
have told converts that the fir 
should be their holy tree, replac¬ 
ing the oak, sacred in Druid tree 
worship, and thus beginning the 
custom of a decorated fir. 

Many are the legends, hut one 
thing is certain. Nowadays 
Christmas wouldn’t be Christmas 
without the tree.

they have been found not guilty 
by the courts. 

“In my opinion, there should he 
no suspension by the Registry of 
Motor Vehicles in the case of 
speeding a few miles above the 
speed limit. The courts are set up 
to provide the punishment.” 

Senator Hammond said that to¬ 
day “a driving license is no long¬ 
er merely a privilege, as was once 
declared by the courts. Years‘ago, 
when people lived in central com¬ 
munities and many types of pub¬ 
lic transportation were available, 
a driving license might have been 
considered a privilege.” 

“But today, public transporta¬ 
tion facilities are not extensive, 
and many people live in suburban 
communities. They depend on 
their driving licenses for their 
jobs. And I do not believe that 
working men and women -should 
be subjected to loss of income— 
and even of their jobs—because 
of what can be termed minor 
speeding complaints. The power 
of the Registry- of Motor Vehicles 
is placed in more reasonable pers¬ 
pective, as it needs to be, under 
the terms of my- bill.” 

“In particular, I do not believe 
the Registry of Motor Vehicles 
should have the authority to take 
away a driving license when the 
courts have found the driver in¬ 
nocent. This seems to me an ex¬ 
cellent example of supersession 
of the authority of our courts.”

EAST ORANGE. N.J.—A 1943 
copper penny—a coin whose exis¬ 
tence has been denied by the Uni¬ 
ted States Treasury—has been 
exchanged by a dealer here for 
S L5.000 worth of other rare coins. 

. Frank G. Spadonc. operator of 
the Amprere Rare Coin Compa¬ 
ny, East Orange, said the 815,000 
coins was en route from the pur¬ 
chaser of the penny, Walter Far¬ 
ris of Bristol, Tenn. 

He accepted the coins as pay¬ 
ment rather than §12,000 in cash. 
The dealer said he has three oth¬ 
er 1943 coppers in his possession 
and knows of four others in exis¬ 
tence. 

But the Treasury in Washing¬ 
ton said it would be impossible 
for Mr. Spadone or anyone else to 
have any 1943 copper pennies. 

“It’s a counterfeit if he's got 
one,” said a spokesman. “There 
were no copper pennies minted 
that year, only zinc pennies. He 
may have one of those that’s cop¬ 
per plated.” 


Americans who dream of a 
white Christmas with Santa Claus 
popping down the chimney to the 
tune of “Jingle Bells” can thank 
assorted writers and poets and 
the northern climate. Christmas 
in the land of Christ’s birth, how¬ 
ever, is another matter. 

What is Christmas like in Beth¬ 
lehem ? 

There’s generally no snow, for 
one thing, for winters are mild in 
the Judean Hills around Bethle¬ 
hem, reports World Book Ency¬ 
clopedia. No Santa Claus listens 
to children’s pleas, for he’s an 
American invention based on a 
European saint. And there’s prob¬ 
ably no decorated Christmas tree 
in the village square; that custom 
originated in Germany. 

Instead, the focal point of 
Christmas in Bethlehem is the 
Church of St. Mary of the Nati¬ 
vity, supposedly built over the 
spot where Jesus was born. Here 
pilgrims from all over the world 
gather on Christmas Eve. First 
there is carol-singing in the 
square facing the church. Then 
all enter for the solemn midnight 
mass. After the service, an image 
of Christ is carried in a proces¬ 
sion down into the grotto, and is 
placed in a manger where it lies 
until January 6, the Feast of the 
Epiphany. 

After this ceremony, some may 
wander into the fields outside the 
town, where perhaps shepherds 
long ago heard the news of the 
birth of Christ. 

All this takes place, of course, 
on the eve of December 25. But 
that’s no end of Christmas in 
Bethlehem. For the Eastern Or¬ 
thodox churches celebrate the 
holiday on January 6, and the 
Armenians observe it on January 
18, which is January 6 according 
to the old style, or Julian calen-

IESOUS 


In Greece 

Young people of Greece foretell 
their romantic future at Christ¬ 
mas by tossing olive leaves on the 
burning Yule log. Tradition de¬ 
crees that if girl and man, curl 
toward each other, the lovers can 
expect their happiness to be long- 
lived. 

If the leaves burn apart, their 
romance may be fraught with 
difficulties. The best result, how¬ 
ever, is if the leaves burn to a 
crisp. This means their love is 
deep and all-enduring. 


“Iesous ahatonhia!” 

These wordg of joy and exulta¬ 
tion come from Canada’s first 
Christmas carol. 

If they seem somewhat incom¬ 
prehensible, the explanation is 
simple. They are written in the 
language of the Huron Indians. 
The meaning is, “Jesus is born!” 

The carol of the Huron nation 
wag written by Father Jean Bre- 
beuf, Jesuit missionary who came 
to the land of the Ilurons in 
1626. 

Father Brebeuf worked with the 
Hurons in the Canadian wilder¬ 
ness for 23 fears, helping them 
and composing for them a poem 
in their own language. Then, dur¬ 
ing an attack by the Iroquois, he 
was captured and tortured to 
death. 

In his martyrdom, his words 
liveon, for the Hurons remember¬ 
ed their carol, “Iesous ahatonhia!”

From that time on Christmas 
cards have faithfully chronicled 
the manners, customs and events 
of their times. , 

One Christmas card collection, 
that of Noreross, Inc., greeting 
card publishers, houses hundreds 
of cards that capture for posterity 
the fads and foibles, changes and 
evolution in sports, fashions, 
modes of transportation, current 
events, filial love, amusements, 
even children’s pastimes and mu¬ 
sic making. 

According to Miss Esther 
Mooney, who is curator of the 
collection, many of the cards are 
gems of social comment. 

“In an English card of 1892,” 
said Miss Mooney, "the formality

Several states, all over the 
United States, can boast of hav¬ 
ing their very own little town of 
Bethlehem. 

In New England, for example, 
there’s a place named Bethlehem 
in New Hampshire, and another 
in Connecticut. 

Moving across country, Bethle- 
hems are found in Pennsylvania, 
Maryland, Kentucky, Mississippi, 
Georgia, Indiana, and Iowa. 

People from nearby communi¬ 
ties and neighboring states flock 
to Bethlehem, Conn., every Christ¬ 
mas to have their greeting card 
envelopes imprinted with a special 
seasonal message, then mailed 
from the town post office. 

Last year, due to the demand, 
there were ten different greeting- 
designs available for Christmas 
card senders. 

Creche Is Constructed 

Also contributing to the holiday 
atmosphere in Connecticut’s semi¬ 
official Christmas town is the 
creche constructed by nuns at a 
nearby Benedictine monastery. 

In the creche, which emphasizes 
the primitive simplicity of the 
Nativity, are life-sized figures of 
the Virgin and Joseph, dressed in 
peasant garb, and a crib with the 
Christ Child, covered by a bright 
patchwork quilt. 

At Christmas, the nuns also 
make and offer for sale, liturgic- 
aljy-inspired tree ornaments. 

Each Christmas, Bethlehem, 
Pa., is the scene of an impressive 
candlelight carol and communion 
service. 

Traditional Since 1741. 

Celebrated, complete with or¬ 
gan and orchestral music, in the 
Central Moravian Church, it has 
been a tradition since 1741, when 
Count Nicholas von Zinzenhorf, 
holding a lighted candle, led his 
people into a cabin and named 
their settlement Bethlehem in 
honor of the Christ Child. 

Decorated trees also play an 
important part during Bethle¬ 
hem’s nationally famous Christ¬ 
mas festival on the Hill-to-Hill

Pierpont wrote the song in the 
late 1850's, according to Encyclo¬ 
pedia Americana. He was then 
living in the Boston suburb of 
Medford where, at the time, the 
only piano in the entire village 
| was located in the parlor of Simp-

“The Boar’s Head Carol,” 
source, of this quotation, appear¬ 
ed in "the first collection of Eng¬ 
lish carols, printed in 1521, and 
is still sung on Christmas Day at 
Queens College, Oxford. 

Other colleges of Oxford had 
their own versions of the same 
song. “The boar is dead; lo, here 
is the head,” remarked the carol 
sung at St. John’s, while “The 
boar’s head in hand I bring. With 
garlands gay and birds singing” 
was the version heard at Balliol. 

Even in early times, the “boar” 
romantically referred to as tradi¬ 
tional at the feast was probably 
a pig. The wild boar is believed 
to have been extinct in Britain 
early in the 12th century. 


martin j.uttier, tne ueLorma- 
tion leader, is credited by some 
legend collectors with decorating 
the first lighted Christmas tree. 
He lit candles and placed them 
on the boughs of an evergreen— 
a custom that would be frowned 
on today, when fire safety is the 
rule in Christmas decorating. 

By lighting the candles and 
decking the tree, he hoped to 
show his family some small reflec¬ 
tion of the glory and inspiration 
of the heavens on the first Hob- 
Night.

Massachusetts deer checking 
stations reported examining a 
total of 548 deer at the eight sta¬ 
tions spotted around the state dur¬ 
ing the deer week just closed, plus 
another 18 at Otis Air Force Base 
and 70 at camps on Cape Cod. 
This compares favorably with the 
,690, not including the mobile Cape 
check, reported last year. 

This is only a small proportion 
of the total kill, however. At noon 
last Monday, hunter reports to 
the Director, as required by law, 
totalled 1,502, with more coming 
in daily. 

Third Year Without Fatality 

Mass, has completed its third 
year in a row without a single 
fatality resulting from a hunter 
being mistaken for game. Four 
accidents were reported during 
deer season, of which two were 
self-inflicted and two. resulted 
from hunters foolishly shooting 
at an unidentified noise. 

Trout by the Million 

The Vermont Fish and Game 
Dept, is currently taking on its 
annual quota of trout and salmon 
eggg in order to fulfill'plans for 
stocking waters of the state in 
11965—salmon, brook, brown, rain¬ 
bow, and lake trout are included. 

By the end of January, two and 
one-half million eggs from Mani¬ 
toba and Quebec in Canada, Mas¬ 
sachusetts, Pennsylvania'and West 
Virginia will be at various stages 
of development in Vermont hatch¬ 
eries. If each of these eggs be¬ 


came an adult trout or salmon 
as nature intended, the combined 
capacity of Vermont’s hatcheries 
would be far exceeded. The over¬ 
age, however, is planned in order 
to compensate for potential losses. 
With good experience in this re¬ 
spect, the over-abundance of fish 
would dictate the stocking of fin- 
gerlings in waterg compatible to 
them thus providing additional 
space for growing sal monoids to 
greater size in the hatcheries. 

Something New 

A new strain of rainbow trout 
for Vermont is being tried this 
year along with the older one 
utilized in the past. The new 
strain is noted for its rapid 
growth and was developed at the 
Bowden Hatchery of the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service in Elkins, 
West Virginia. There, fishery men 
have been able to produce 15 inch 
trout in 15 months. It is doubt¬ 
ful that similar results can be 
attained here but it is hoped that 
at least 10 inches can be realized 
in 15 to 18 months. 

A Gift or a Problem? 

Giving a pet to a child at 
Christmas can be a memorable 
event if everyone is prepared, 
says Dr. Eric H. Hansen, Presi¬ 
dent of the Mass. S. P. C. A. On 
the other hand, the unexpected 
arrival of a pet on one of the 
busiest days of the year can turn 
a happy holiday into turmoil and 
a sad experience for the pet. 

While the child you have in 
mind may deeply want a pet, con¬ 
sult- the parents since they will 
have to care for the animal or 
supervise the youngster’s care of 
it. Try to select a pet which is 
suited to the tastes, space and 
means of the new owners-to-be. 
If the child is very young, it 
might be better to give a stuffed 
toy animal.
